It would have been far better for 
the first apple exhibition which is be­ 
ing held iii Tomlinson hall in Indiana­ 
polis this week to have been named 
the Rush county apple show rather 
than the Indiana apple show. 
This 
conclusion is reached after glancing 
over a partial list of the first awards 
as given in the Indianapolis Star: 
It reveals the fact that the names 
of Rush county men appear more 
often than do thosfe of any other ex­ 
hibitors. There were prizes awarded 
in ninety-three different classes yes­ 
terday and in all but twenty-eight of 
them Rush county exhibitors figured 
in the awards. 
In oTTier words they 
won in sixty-five 
of 
ninety-three 
classes. 
The four Rush county exhibitors 
who upheld the name of Rush county 
as an apple growing county are Chris 
King, living south of the city: R. V. 
Fielding, of the firm of Reed & Field­ 
ing of Glenwood; 
T. Y. Newby of 
Carthage and John M. Reaver it Son, 
living north of Glenwood. 
R. V. Fielding leads 
the list of 
Rush county exhibitors, by winning 
forty four prizes as follows: Twelve 
firsts, 
twenty two seconds and ten 
thirds. Chris King comes with twen­ 
ty- six prizes 
divided 
as 
follows: 
twenty firsts, four seconds and two 
thirds. 
Mr. King won 
more 
firsts 
than Mr. f ieldmg. 
John M. Beaver 
& Son are third in the list of Rush 
county 
exhibitor.-, 
with 
seventeen 
prizes as follows : five firsts, six sec­ 
onds and six thirds. 
Mr. Newby is 
last with eleven prizes

one first, four seconds and six thirds. 
It is estimated that Rush county ex­ 
hibitors took about two-fifths of the 
individual prizes awarded.

The promoters of the Richmond & 
Eastern Indiana traction line, which, 
it is proposed, will be 
built 
from 
Richmond to Cincinnati by way of 
Liberty, are purported to have said 
that they "would stop 
their line at 
Liberty and not extend ii on to Cin­ 
cinnati if the Indianapolis dc Cincin­ 
nati Traction Company would ex­ 
tend their lines to Cincinnati by way 
of Liberty. 
The 
promoters of the 
proposed line believe that the I. & C. 
would be willing to make the exten­ 
sion that way so as to get the busi­ 
ness which the line would bring for 
Cincinnati and other points, both east 
and west. 
Charles L. Henry, president of the 
J. & C., said this morning that the 
promoters of the Richmond & East­ 
ern Indiana Company had made no 
proposal to the officials of the local 
line aud for that reason he was not 
prepared to say what effect it would 
have on the extension of the I. & C. 
Mf*. Henry said that he had heard of 
the line which 
may be built 
from 
Richmond from 
business 
men 
of 
Brookville while he was there. 
Mr. Henry declined to say whether 
or not tike proposal of the promoters 
of the R. & E. I., should it be made 
to the I. 4c C., would have any effect 
ort the I, & C. extension. It is argued 
by the promoters of 
the “air line” 
that much business could be obtained 
by the I. &. C. if the I. & C. were ex­ 
tended through Liberty 
and 
make 
connection with the R. & E. I. 
The carrying of Adams express by 
the Indianapolis & Cincinnati Trac­ 
tion Company will probably be start­ 
ed within the next two 
weeks, ac­ 
cording to the announcement which 
Mr. Henry made today. 
Just as 
"<>on as rates and schedules are filed 
by the Adams Company 
the service 
will be begun. Plans have been pend- 
ng for some time, but they were just 
fully arranged a few days ago. 
It is expected that the innovation 
-tarted by the I. & C. and the ex­ 
press company 
win prove 
a great 
Tenefit to the four principal cities on 
the I. & C.f Shelbyville, Greensburg, 
Connersville and Rushville as well a s 
to Jhe smaller towns along the route 
of the line. 
At present Rushville and Shelby­ 
ville has an Adams express service, 
but ( onnersVille ami Greensburg h a s 
none. 
The service in this city and 
Shelbyville is inefficient in that the 
express is carried over a local divi- 
ion of the Pennsylvania. Under'the 
new system express from St. Louis 
or from eastern cities will be trans­ 
ferred in Indianapolis from through 
trains directly to the T. & C. instead 
of sending it to the northern or the 
southern extremity of the Pennsyl­ 
vania for another transfer before it 
arrives here. 
The same thing will 
apply to Shelbyville while Conners­ 
ville and Greensburg will be given a 
better express service than they have 
ever had. 


On the other hand the arrange­ 
ment is very beneficial to the Adams 
Express Company in that it will give 
it four ways of entering this city and 
Shelbyville as the Pennsylvania will 
continue to handle express. The new 
service will be helpful to the small 
towns along the I. & C. as it will give 
them benefits which they never have 
had.

Dr. and Mrs. IL ll. Elliott of Glen­ 
wood somewhat miraculously escap­ 
ed death or possibly fatal or serious 
injury in an accident in Lewisville 
yesterday, when Hie automobile in 
which they were riding was hit by a 
fast Dayton limited car on the Terre 
Haute, Indianapolis & Eastern trac­ 
tion line. As it was they came out of 
the difficulty with a few 
scratches 
and bruises and Mrs. Elliott suffered 
greatly from the shock. 
The car 
struck the 
machine in 
which Dr. and 
Mrs. Elliott 
rode 
squarely in the middle and persons 
who saw the accident fully believed 
that the two occupants of the car 
would be picked up dead. The trac­ 
tion car was iii 
charge 
of 
Ezra 
Thompson, motorman, and Dan Chap­ 
man, conductor. 
Dr. Elliott was on his way to see a 
patient at Yorktown and had stopped 
to inquire the way. When he started 
on he was forced to piss a wager, 
that had just crossed the car tracks. 
The car gave no warning after enter­ 
ing the east limits of the town and the 
doctor was unable to see it until lie 
was on the track. 
Bystanders warn­ 
ed him and in his effort to get his 
machine out of the way he killed the 
engine. 
The traction car hit tho machine 
broadside, turning if completely over, 
with the occupants underneath. Sev­ 
eral persons soon succeeded in turn­ 
ing the machine right side tip and 
found the doctor and his wife unin­ 
jured outside of a few scratches and 
nervousness 
as the 
result of 
the 
shock. 
The machine was damaged 
considerably, but was able to con­ 
tinue on its own power. 
The crossing there is not c o n s id e r ­ 
ed a dangerous one, but the limited 
ears have been passing through Lew­ 
isville without ringing the gong or 
blowing the whistle after entering the 
limits.

LINCOLN MONUMENT 
ENGAGES PRESIDENT 


Taft Takes Pari In Ceremonies 


af Frankfort, 


the state of a statue of Abraham Lin­ 
coln, President Taft spent Wednesday 
In Frankfort, the state capital of Ken- j 
tuckv. 
The statue was the gift of Mr. 
James Breckinridge Speed, a son of 
Lincoln’s most intimate friend. Joshua 
Speed, and nephew of Lincoln’s attor­ 
ney general. 
James Speed was him- 
*elf a Union soldier and came out cf 
the war penniless. 
As his intermedi-j 
ary to make the presentation address 
he cho-e Henry \\ atterson, a Confed-! 
prate soldier, who as a young man di­ 
rected his pen as well as his sword 
against Lincoln in bitter vindictive­ 
ness. 
The statue is of bronze, heroic size, 
presenting the figure of Lincoln stand­ 
ing, his head bent slightly in medita 
tion. 
It is placed in the center of the 
capitol rotunda. 
The presence of Mr. W atterson and 
Mr. Speed curiously emphasized the 
point in Mr. Taft’s address that to the 
soul of Lincoln, because of his charity 
and love more than to anything else is

A good hotel builds up the 
city’s reputation as nothing else can, 
and brings business as nothing else 
can.

is a fine town. It 
has a splendid hotel.” A good hotel 
will bring traveling men and business 
men caught on the road into the city 
for tile week-end. 
Neither the city or town can grow 
faster than the business from its lo­ 
cal and tributary population permits. 
A larger town mean- the encourage­ 
ment of the growth of adjacent rural 
population. 
The average 
city 
or 
town must inevitably do business far 
he yang its own corporate limits, and 
no town can grow larger 
than 
the 
volume of business it handles will 
permit. 
More population means that 
there must be more business to sus­ 
tain the population.

Lafayette, Ind., Nov. 9.—All Purdue 
university

year, when sick or injured will receive 
hospital treatment free, as a result 
of action taken by the board of trus­ 
tees of Purdue university. 
Tlte new 
plan was suggested to the trustees 
President Stone. The plan is to assess 
each student of the university $1 a 
year, the money thus derived to be 
used as a hospital fund. 
It is believed Purdue is the first uni­ 
versity in the United States to adopt 
such a plan. 
The money will be in 
the hands of a treasurer, and when­ 
ever a student becomes sick he will be 
sent to the hospital without further 
expense to himself. 
The trustees also voted unanimous­ 
ly to accept the bequest of $100,000 
made to Purdue by William C. Smith. 
They accepted the provisions of his 
will requiring the university to furnish 
ten free scholarships each year to 
school pupils in Warren county. 
The 
committee on agriculture was instruct­ 
ed to take up the question of how to 
use the money, and will report at the 
next meeting of the hoard as to which 
way it is to be spent.

Certainly 
he had ridden it far and away beyond 
the boldest, for no five of the luckiest 
held the value in claims that he held. 
And, furthermore, he was still riding 
the hunch, and with no diminution of 
daring. 
Back in Dawson, though he remained 
rue to his word and never touched 
hand to pick and shovel, he worked as 
hard as ever in his life. 
He had a 
thousand irons in the fire, and they 
kept him busy. 
Heavy as were his 
expenses, he won more heavily. 
He 
took lays, bought half shares, shared 
with the men he grub-staked, and made 
personal locations. Day and night his 
dogs were ready, and he owned the 
fastest teams; so that when a stam­ 
pede to a new discovery was on, it was

Corner lots in desirable locations 
sold that winter for from ten to thirty 
thousand dollars.

out over the trails and passes for the 
newcomers to bring down log-rafts, 
and, as a result, the summer of 1897 
saw his saw’ mills working day and 
night, on three shifts, and still he had 
logs left over with which to build 
cabins.

Mitchell Ham, a civil war veteran, 
who was widely known in this and 
Shelby counties, died this morning at 
one-thirty o’clock of concussion of 
the brain which was the outgrowth of 
injuries which he received when he 
was hit by an eastbound Indianapolis 
& Cincinnati Traction Company car 
on a crossing in 
Fairland, 
Shelby 
county yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. 
Ham was seventy-one years old. 
It was not expected from the first 
that Mr. Ham would 
recover. 
He 
was rendered 
unconscious by 
the 
blow and never regained conscious­ 
ness. 
Mr. Ham was standing on the 
track and was knocked several feet 
to one side when the car hit him. His 
jaw was fractured and he 
received 
several other serious injuries about 
the head which caused concussion of 
the brain. 
It was thought from the 
first that he was injured internally. 
After the accident he was carried 
in an unconscious 
condition to 
a 
nearby store-room, and was there a t­ 
tended by Drs. J. W. Snider and M. 
M. Wells before being removed to his 
ome, which is not far from the place 
where the accident occurred. 
Mr. Ham was on

home 
from a call at the Alexander store 
when the accident occurred. Ile had 
stopped directly on the car track to 
wait for the passing of a Big Foul 
freight train and did not hear the 
approach of the 
traction 
car,

was in charge of George Sparks as 
motorman. 
Mr. Sparks sounded his 
whistle and when he saw that Mr. 
Ham did not hear him set the brakes 
on his car.

Mr. Sparks was completely unnerv­ 
ed by the accident and was relieved 
from duty temporarily as soon a%,bos 
ear reached Shelbyville.

The real “tur­ 
key belt,” which raises seventy per 
cent of the country's supply, compri­ 
ses southern Indiana and Illinois and 
all of Kentucky and 
Missouri. 
In 
point of numbers Kentucky ranks 
first, but the meat is not as tender 
and highly flavore4 as that from the 
Hoosier and Sucker states. 
The hills in the southern part of 
the state are especially adapted to 
turkey raising, and they afford plenty 
of room for the birds to roam around. 
In the northern part, where the land 
is intensively cultivated, there Is no 
room for turkeys, as they damage 
the green crops. 
The nearest com­ 
petitor that the regular “belt” has is 
in the state of Texas. The southern 
bird is similar, however, and the fla­ 
vor is not so good because corn is 
scarcer. 
Wherever the corn is good 
turkeys will flourish. 
Local dealers are now paying 16 
cent> for their birds.

Not all of our readers may have a 
clear idea of what the initiative, ref­ 
erendum aud recall really is. 
The 
following is a short and plain explan­ 
ation : 
The initiative simply means 
that 
the people shall have the right to ini­ 
tiate legislation. This principle might 
be applied by petition, convention or 
election. 
It doesn't 
provide 
any 
popular privilege not 
now 
enjoyed 
where legislators are alive to the de­ 
mands of the people, bat it seeks to 
make imperative tile consideration of 
popular measures. 
The 
referendum 
is nothing more than popular vote on 
legislative acts before 
they become 
laws. 
F o r instance if the council of 
this city adopted a franchise, tinder 
the referendum it would have 
to be 
approved by the people before being 
effective. 
The recall provides that 
"h en a public official is thought bi­ 
di fifer* ait to the welfare of the peo­ 
ple,; lie can he forced to stand for re­ 
election. 
This sounds attractive, but 
it invites constant attack on the man 
in office. Great injustice may be done 
the officials. 
Instead of the people 
deriding whether lie is or is not com­ 
pel put he is generally forced info a 
genera! election in which the field is 
against him and his service is over­ 
looked.

Washington View of the Overthrew of 


the Only Ticket For Which Mr. Taft j 


Made a Personal Appeal Is That the 


President's Weakness at Home Has 
Been Called Conspicuously to Coun- . 


try’s Attention. 


Washington, Nov. 9.—Out cf Tues- i 
day’s elections Republicans in Wash- I 
ington profess to be able to extract a 
little comfort. 
On the whole the par­ 
ty, they declared, had made an en con r- I 
aging start en recovery 
from the 
slump which carried it down ignomin­ 
iously in the last campaign. 
So far as President Taft is person- i 
ally concerned, however, Republicans j 
at the national capital could not see 
that he had added anything to his pres­ 
tige through the results. As a matter 
of fact the president’s own friends 
were somewhat depressed by the out­ 
come and acknowledge that Tuesday’s 
ballotting made it look as if the Re­ 
publican party was stronger than the 
president himself. 
The results in Ohio -were particular­ 
ly disappointing to Mr. Taft’s support­ 
ers. 
They were complaining that the 
president had committed another big 
political blunder in tying himself to 
Boss Cox’s ticket in Cincinnati, and 
that the defeat of that ticket by the 
Democrats had gone far to diminish 
any satisfaction the president himself 
might have obtained from Republican 
gains In other parts of the country. 
The Cincinnati blunder is regarded 
here as another instance of the presi­ 
dent being overwhelmed by his friends. 
The president wanted to be accom­ 
modating and yielded to the coaxing 
of several Cincinnatians to indorse the 
ticket indorsing the Republican organ­ 
ization of that city, which only a few 
years before Mr. Taft had denounced 
so bitterly in his Akron speech. 
The 
president has since explained that he 
knew the Republican candidates this 
year personally and that the situation 
was entirely different from the one 
that was denounced by him when he 
attacked Boss Cox in 1905. 
The president’s friends are pointing 
out that he had attempted in the past 
to adhere to a rule of non-interference 
in municipal and state elections, and 
now they are mourning that he depart­ 
ed from this principle. 
The effect of the results in Cincin­ 
nati and other Ohio cities as viewed 
In Washington has been to prove the 
weakness of President Taft in his own 
state. 
In the case of the Cincinnati 
defeat the country will be impressed 
with the fact that Mr. Taft was re­ 
pudiated in the only instance in which 
he made a personal appeal in this cam­ 
paign, while there were good Repub­ 
lican gains in other quarters. 
As viewed by Democrats and Repub­ 
licans at the national capital the re­ 
turns have given a decided impetus to 
the Judson Harmon boom for presi­ 
dent and a corresponding setback to 
Woodrow W ilson’s chances, the New 
Jersey governor having lost the legis­ 
lature in his state. 
Normally Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Columbus are reliably Republican, but 
the Democratic victory Tuesday is 
taken as evidence of Governor Har­ 
mon’s struggle in his own state.
